DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, nnore than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-7,11-14,18,20,21,23-34-37,43-45 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by Gibbs. Gibbs teaches the preheating of a laser diode by 
permitting current than is less than the light-emitting threshold , to pass through the 
diode for preheating. Gibbs mentions in column 2 line 40 that the preheating warms the 
diodes up to operating temperature, i.e. target temperature, see claim 5. Current 
monitoring is effected which is indicative of temperature control. .As per claim 1 1 note 
that the power would be inaeased to the final power when the diode is operating at the 
set wavelength. This would also indicate that the operating temperature would also be 
brought up to a final temperature since current passage effects heating. At that point the 
device would be controlled to operate at a specific wavelength, as desired. As per claim 
13 the temperature control would also be stopped when the device is turned off or the 
wavelength control is disabled. As per claim 18 the stored parameter is merely the set 
wavelength the device is set for. As per claims 2 and 21 note that the prior art devices 
mentioned in Gibbs teaches use of a heater, separate from the diode heater.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the Invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 15-17,38-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Marshall et al in view of Gibbs. Marshall et al teach use of a combination heater 
and diode heating , but do not specifically set forth use of preheating via diode. Gibbs 
shows the same as conventional and in view of this teaching it would have been 
obvious to modify Marshall et al with the same to effect a quicker heating. Note that the 
modulation called for is standard as set forth in the instant disclosure and obvious to 
adapt the diode in the same with a control system as set froth above. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8-10,19,22,31-33,42 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art of record does not 
teach the gradual and stepwise increasing of power to the diode when a target 
temperature is reached, as indicated by current sensing.
